In China. 


Peking, Nov. 16.—Tsze H s l An. the 
dowager empress of China, the auto 
cratle head cf the government, which 
she directed without successful inter­ 
ference since 1861, and without pro 
tests since 1881, is dead. 
The announcement of the dowagoi 
em press’ death was official and fol 
lowed closely upon the announcement 
that- Kwang Hsu, the emperor, had 
died Saturday at 5 o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon, but it is believed that thf 
deaths of both the emperor and the 
dowager empress occurred a consid­ 
erable time before that set down in 
the official statements. 
An edict just issued placed upon 
Ihe throne Prince Pu Yi, the throe- 
year-old son of Prince Chun, the re­ 
pent of the empire. In accordance 
with a promise given by the dowager 
empress soon after the marriage of 
Prince Chun in 1903.

bn Friday made Pu Yi heir presump­ 
tive.

Troops have been in 
eadiness for several days to quell 
ny disorders that might arise on the 
Teath of Kwang Hsu and the possi-

as on account of the sacred persons of 
their majesties they could not be ap­ 
proached. 
The emperor died as he 
had 
lived, 
without 
ministration 
of 
whatever kind or scientific aid. 
For 
months he had refused to permit the 
services of foreign phvslelans and. al­ 
though it was stated that he had gone 
hark to the old form of medical treat­ 
ment, It Is believed that latterly he 
received no treatment at all. 
The government has given out that 
the dowager empress in a lucid Inter­ 
val on Friday hist received Prince 
Chlng, who Is a Manehu and a mem­ 
ber of the royal family, and approved 
the edicts declaring l’rlnce Pu Yi heir 
presumptive and Prince Chun regent 
of the empire. 
P r i n c e Chlng was, at 
the beginning of the Boxer outbreak, 
lord chamberlain of the court and 
commander of the Peking field forces. 
It was on Prince Ching that the for 
eign officials hung hopes of the safety 
of the envoys. 
He has held many offi­ 
cial positions and was high in imperial 
favor. 
Tsze Hsi An tor Western empress! 
was born Nov. 17, 1884. 
She was the 
child of poor people who lived in 
Peking. 
At an early age she was sold 
as a slave by her parents. 
She be­ 
came the property of a famous gen­ 
eral who. enchanted with her great 
beauty, adopted her and offered her 
as a present to the reigning emperor 
—Hslen Feng. 
He made her his sec­ 
ondary wife and on her bearing him a 
son, the future emperor, Tung Chih, 
raised her to Uie first rank. 
On his 
death she became the regent of the 
empire, administering the national af­ 
fairs with more vigor than any of her 
predecessors.

According to this publi­ 
cation the next house will consist of 
219 Republicans and 172 Democrats, a 
total of 391, as against a total of 389 
in the house during the last session, 
of whom 223 were Republicans and 
166 Democrats. 
The result Is a net 
loss of four from the Republican side 
and a net gain of six on the Democrat­ 
ic side, the discrepancy being due to 
present vacancies. 
All told, the Dem­ 
ocrats gained 17 districts and the Re­ 
publicans 12.

Havana. Nov. 16.—Practically com­ 
plete returns of the election show 
that the Liberal victory was even 
more d ecisive than at first supposed. 
Official returns from 1,360 of a total 
of 1,498 polli lg places show that Gen­ 
eral Jose Miguel Gomez received 183. 
822 Votes, against 118,229 for General 
Mario Menocal, the Conservative can­ 
didate. 
The Liberals carried every 
province in the Island. 
Havana prov 
ince went Liberal by 25,000 and the 
city by 13,000. 
The Liberal majorities in the other 
provinces were approximately as fol­ 
lows- 
Oriente, 13,500; Santa Clara, 
11,000; 
Camaguey, 1,200; 
Pinar del 
Rio, 7,500; Mat.anzas, 8,000.

THE DOWAGER 
EMPRESS DEAD 


Autocratic Ruler ot China Ex­ 


pires at Pekins. 


DEATH OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED 


Foreign Legations Notified That Both 
the Emperor and the Dowager Em­ 
press Have Passed Away—Prince 
PM YI Placed on the Throne, With 
His Father, Prince Chun, as Regent 
of the Empire—Rumors of Foul Play 


Melbourne, Nov. 16.—The Sydney 
correspondent of the Age says that 
the Chinese reform party in that city 
has received a cablegram to the ef­ 
fect that the death of the Chinese em­ 
peror was due to foul play and that 
it is feared a rebellion will break out 
In China. 


Peking, Nov. 16.—Tsze Hsi An. the 
dowager empress of China, the auto­ 
cratic head cf the government, which 
she directed without successful inter­ 
ference since 1861, and without pro 
tests since 1881, is dead. 
The announcement of the dowagei 
empress’ death was official and fol 
lowed closely upon the announcement 
that- Kwang Hsu, the emperor, had 
died Saturday at 5 o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon, hut it is believed that the 
deaths of both the emperor and the 
dowager empress occurred a consid­ 
erable time before that set down in 
the official statements. 
An edict just issued placed upon 
the throne Prince Pu YI. the three- 
year-old son of Prince Chun, the re­ 
gent of the empire, in accordance 
with a promise given by the dowager 
empress soon after the marriage of 
Prince Chun in 1903. An edict issued 
an Friday made Pu YI heir presump­ 
tive. 
Foreign Legations Notified. 
The foreign legations have been no­ 
ised by the foreign board of the death 


Df the emperor and the succession of 
Prince Pu Yi. Troops have been in 
eadiness for several days to quell 
my disorders that might arise on the 
jeath of Kwang Hsu and the possi- 
jility of an uprising was made great­ 
er because of the fact that the death 
af the dowager empress was known 
n be close at hand. Two divisions 
af troops have been held in reserve 
and these are now stationed in various 
quarters of the city.

The government has given out that 
the dowager empress in a lucid inter­ 
val on Friday last received Prince 
Ching, who is a Manchu and a mem­ 
ber of the royal family, and approved 
the edicts declaring Prince Pu Yi heir 
presumptive and Prince Chun regent 
of the empire. 
Prince Ching was, at 
the beginning of the Boxer outbreak, 
lord chamberlain of the court and 
commander of the Peking field forces. 
It was on Prince Ching that the for­ 
eign officials hung hopes of the safety 
of the envoys. He has held many offi­ 
cial positions and was high in Imperial 
favor. 
Tsze Hsi An (or Western empress) 
was born Nov. 17, 1834. 
She was the 
child of poor people who lived in 
Peking. At an early age she was sold 
as a slave by her parents. 
She be­ 
came the property of a famous gen­ 
eral who, enchanted with her great 
beauty, adopted her and offered her 
as a present to the reigning emperor 
—Hsien Feng. He made her his sec­ 
ondary wife and on her bearing him a 
son, the future emperor, Tung Chih, 
raised her to the first rank. 
On his 
death she became the regent of the 
empire, administering the national af­ 
fairs with more vigor than any of her 
predecessors.

Condition of Noted Prosecuting Attor­ 


ney Is Most Satisfactory. 
San Francisco, Nov. 16.—The condi­ 
tion of Francis J. Heney, who was 
shot by Morris Haas in the courtroom 
last Friday, is still most satisfactory 
and the attending 
surgeons report 
that he is making excellent progress 
on the road to recovery. 
Although 
the bullet has been located, embedded 
In the left jaw about one inch in front 
of the ear, the surgeons have decided 
not to extract it until Mr. Heney gains 
more strength. 
The swelling in the throat is less 
than at any time since the patient 
was taken to the hospital and he is 
breathing normally. 
Heney showed great interest on 
being informed that his assailant had 
taken his own life at the county jail. 
He said: 
‘‘It is too bad he did it before giv­ 
ing his reason for shooting me.” 
The suicide of Morris Haas, who 
tried to assassinate the noted prosecu­ 
tor. was the subject of much discus­ 
sion, and the police authorities are 
engaged in trying to ascertain how he 
was able to have concealed the pistol 
with which he took his life after he 
had been thoroughly searched two or 
three times. 
Two theories were ad­ 
vanced. 
One was advanced that he 
had the pistol hidden in his shoe from 
the time he attempted to kill Mr. 
Heney and it was overlooked by the 
police. 
The other theory, the one that 
the district attorney’s office holds, is 
that the pistol was passed to him 
while he was in conference with his 
wife.
